A life  long  resident  of  the  west  bank  of  New  Orleans  (Gretna/Harvey),  Staphenae 
was  introduced  to  the  WSCS  at  an  early  age  by  attending  church  meetings  and  other 
activities  sponsored  by  the  women  with  her  great  aunt  and  mother.  ” Ihere  was  always 
some  ‘‘mission  project'’  that  involved  raising  money  for  someone  in  need.

In  1971,  Staphenae  earned  a B.A.  in  English  Education  from  Dillard  University  of 
New  Orleans  and  an  M.A.  in  English  from  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana- 
Champaign  in  1974.  Staphenae  retired  from  the  Jefferson  Parish  Public  Schools  Sy.stem 
in  July  2005  after  serving  33  years  as  a teacher  and  administrator.  She  has  been  an 
adjunct  professor  who  taught  writing  and  communication  skills  to  military  personnel  at 
Northwood  University  which  was  housed  on  the  Algiers  (New  Orleans)  Naval  Base.  As  a 
consultant  to  the  department  of  Education  at  the  University  of  New  Orleans,  Staphenae 
supervised  first  and  second  year  classroom  teachers  in  several  schools  in  the  New 
Orleans  metropolitan  area. 

Her  involvement  in  mission  and  UMW  includes  service  on  the  New  Orleans 
District  and  the  Louisiana  Conference.  She  has  served  as  a Teen  Leader.  Chair  of  the 
Conference  Committee  on  Nominations.  Assistant  Dean,  and  Dean  of  the  School  of 
Christian  Mission.

PRESiDENT’S  REPORT 


At  the  end  of  Annual  Meeting  last  year  in  New  Orleans,  the  Alexandria  District  under  the 
direction  of  Carolyn  Dove,  president  of  the  District  and  Evelyn  Evans,  president  of  the  UMW 
at  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Natchitoches,  came  forward  to  invite  us  to  this  year’s 
Annual  Meeting.  So  we  come  to  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Natchitoches  for  our  Aimual 
Meeting  in  year  2010,  to  meet  and  greet  our  Louisiana  Retired  Missionaries  and  Deaconesses 
and  to  celebrate  our  theme:  “Faces  of  Mission”.  We  give  thanks  to  God  for  these  persons  who 
have  given  so  much  of  their  time  and  their  lives  to  serving  others.  Jesus  invites  us  to  love  God 
and  to  serve  others.  When  we  accept  His  invitation,  we  become  true  missionaries.  This  is 
exactly  what  Jesus  calls  each  of  us  to  do  when  He  gave  us  the  great  Commission  to  **Go 
therefore  and  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of 
the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  teaching  them  to  obey  everything  that  I have  commanded 
you.

Our  Spiritual  Growth  Study 
was  "For  the  Love  of  God,  The  Epistles  of  John".  Our  Social  Issue  Study  was.  “Joy  to  the 
World:  Mission  in  the  Age  of  Global  Christianity”  and  our  Geographical  Study  was  back  again 
from  last  year  and  it  was,  "The  Beauty  and  Courage  of  Sudan:  Why  a Dream  of  Peace  is 
Possible”.
